The splendid ,five-story structure, 
the final word in modern jail con- 
struction, connects with the present 

lice station on Decatur _ street. 
Vhen the equipment and prisoners 
are moved into. the new quarters to- 
day, work of remodéling the interior 
of the old structure will begin. -Al- 
ready a splendid new facade has 
been built in front, and Atlantans

year or more won't recognize the old 
place next time they pay it a visit. 

When the patrol wagon drives up 
to the new jailhouse it will stop un- 
der a porte cochere with sliding steel 
doors in front and behind. An elec- 
tric switch in the lieutenant’s office 
will automatically close and lock these 
doors, When the doors are closed, 
the prisoners will be let out of the 
patrol wagon. And they will be as 
safely caged as if they were in cells 
on the fifth floor. 

Large Reception Room. 

A large and airy reception office, 
with the lieutenant’s receiving office 
at the left, gréets “customers for the 
new city hotel. And,. after elassifi- 
cation, they will be placed in an ele- 


ay 


pyator, the rear half of which is in- 
closed with mesh steel, providing a 
cell itself, and taken to the floor 
where they are assigned. First floor 


for women, second for men, third for 
state prisoners, fourth for minor of- 
fenders and top floor either for fed- 
eral prisoners or for the overflow 
crowd. 

The chief impression the new 
prison makes is its absolute clean- 
liness. The bunks are steel of the 
simplest construction, with no joints 
or corners to collect dirt. The walls 
are tile and the floors, with rounded 
edges and corners, are of glass-finis 
eement.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—(4)—Finan- 
cial markets, after manifesting appar- 
ent apathy to the New Deal land- 
slide at the polls, finally surged up- 
ward in the late dealings today. 

The late upswing carried wheat 
above $1 a bushel for the first time 
in nearly a month, gave the stock 
market its best, turnover in four weeks, 
and sent average prices of industrial 
shares to the highest levels since late 
August. Net gains of $1 to $4 a 
share were numerous. 

Cotton Advances. 


Cotton shared in the general ad- 
vance, closing prices on the New York 


'exehange , being 80 cents to $1.10 


above Monday’s close. 

Buying started in the Chicago wheat 
pit in the afternoon, and spread to 
the New York Stock Exchange and 
the New York cotton market in the 
last hour of trading. 

In the morning trading, stocks and 
bonds, notably United States govern- 
ment issues, sagged a little in sluggish 
dealitigs, and commodities were hesi- 
tant. ' 
Speculative Buying.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(#)—Of 
the major questions thrust forward by 
yesterday's democratic election sweep, 
two stand out above all others: 


Will the forces of liberalism which 
massed at the ballot box push the 
penduhim of administration policy 
still further to the left, producing a 
new cycle of spending, new advances 
in social legislation, and new projects 
for the control of business? 

Which way will the republican 
party go now, and when and how 
will the struggle for mastery of that 
party i.. 1936 begin? 

Neither of these questions is easy 
to answer. On both sides, and espe- 
cially among republicans, there is ap- 
parent .a certain bewilderment over 
the magnitude of the democratic vic- 
tory. Until that phase passes, to pre- 
dict specific policics would be merely 
to guess. Elements of uncertainty are 
many. 

In one sense, it is possible to regard 
the election results as a’ pronounced 
shove of the pendulum to the left. By 
and large, those o were defeated 
were right-wingers. They condemned 
the spending program, complained of 
government restrictions on business, 
asked for an end to uncertainty at 
Washington. By and large those who 
won defended the spending, agreed 
with the restrictions, and excused the 
uncertainty. 

The natural thing would be to sup- 
pose that the decisive results of the 
election would forecast more spending, 
more restrictions, and no move to end 
uncertainty and build up “confidence.” 
Yet there are other factors in the sit- 
uation which make any such conclu- 
sion speculative, and possibly com- 
pletely. incorrect. 

The fact is that in recent weeks 
the trend of outward administration 
effort has been toward the right, not 
toward the left. 

Should the president now turn defi- 
nitely toward an expanded program 


punpalatable to business, what becomes 
of the recent protestations, in almost 
every important administration utter- 
ance, that the administration wants 
business to be free, .to prosper, and 
to earn a profit? 

What becomes of the picture of him 
presented to the recent bankers’ con- 
vention by his friends, who portrayed 
him as tired of experimentation, anxi- 
ous to subordinate the brain trust, 
ready to taper off his program of ex- 
penditures provided business would 
give him the needed help in warding 
off advances of radicalism? 


It is in the role of a defender of 
property rights and sound principles 
against a possible outbreak of “wild 
men” in the new congress that the 
president recently has been presented 
by his proponents. Never has the en- 
deavor so to represent him been so 
plain and above-board as during the 
month just preceding the election. 

Unless all this is put down to hypo- 
crisy- and sham, it would be most 
hazardous to jump to the conclusion 
that Mr. Roosevelt now is ready to 
join up with. the “wild men”—whose 
power is in itself more or less ques- 
tionable—and proceed to the left. 

Noted for Caution. 

At least the likelihood of precipitate 
action is discounted greatly by the 
president’s well-established inclination 
to explore the ground carefully before 
framing a specific legislative policy. 

It has been his practice in Wash- 
ington, and before that in Albany, to 
keep his legislative relationships flexi- 
ble. He will want to know more, be- 
fore congress meets, about the temper 
of latest democratic opinion on capitol 
hill, about the inclinations and man- 
ageability of the new-comers. 

The most that can be said with cer- 
tainty, then, is that Mr. Roosevelt re- 
mains, by his own figure, the “cap- 
tain’: of the team. It may be a larger 
team, perhaps a more difficult team 
to handle; but he still is captain, and

DEFEATED BY NICE 


Republican Has Lead of 
3,316 With 33 Precincts 
Unreported. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—(”)—The 
Baltimore Sun, which vigorously sup- 
ported Governor Albert C. Ritchie's 
candidacy for a fifth term in office, 
late tonight conceded the election of 
Harry W. Nice, republican. 

With only 33 of the state’s 1,376 
precincts left to be heard from, Nice 
had a lead of 3,316. 

Governor Ritchie himself declined 
to make a statement. He was in 
conference with a number of political 
leaders late tonight. 

Ritchie carried Baltimore city by 
approximately 21,000 votes and slow 
returns from the 23 counties did not 
cut materially into the lead until 
late today. Tonight, however. the 
vote from republican and anti-Ritchie 
strongholds suddenly turned the tide. 
From then on Nice’s lead increased 
with but few setbacks. 

The Sun conceded when almost 
complete returns from Montgomery 
county, one of the democrats’ last 
hopes, cut Nice’s lead by only a few 
hundred. 

In 1919, when making the first of 
his five races for governor, Ritchie 
beat Nice by 165 votes. 

“Right the wrong of 1919” was the 
Nice slogan. 

On the basis of the late change in 
the leadership republicans’ tonight 
claimed a victory of “at least 1,000.”

elements or factors which are rec- 
ognized as having a permanent place 
in present and future administrative 
procedure. It was clearly evident to 
all people familiar with the tragic 
national economic and social situa- 
tions that there were no precedents 
and experience to aid in many con- 
clusions and solutions. New methods 
and mechanisms were, therefore, im- 
perative, but exactly what these 
should be and what form they should 
take no one could say with any de- 
gree of factual certainty. It became 
necessary, therefore, to arrive at the 
best possible answer that could be 
provided through such study, confer- 
ences and analysis as time would per- 
mit. The uselessness of trying again 
any of the methods that had proved 
futile in the past was immediately 
evident. The method of approach, 
therefore, required flexibility and 
adaptability. It was impossible to 
concentrate attention in one division 
or sector and allow another to re- 
main without attention. For these rea- 
sons the application of recovery meth- 


ods had to be made on a vast scale 


in a remarkably short period of time. | 


Naturally, certain imperfections were | 
be ex-| 


bound to arise and it was to 
pected that allegations would be made 
that the administration had too many 
irons in the fire, but the fundamental 
requirement of treating everyone con- 
cerned as nearly alike as possible had 
to be followed. When the recovery 
program was initiated all groups ex- 
pected and demanded attention. No 
preferential treatment could be shown 
so, in many cases, general rather 
than specific application was required. 


“If we may judge from their ex- 
pressions, many of our people do not 
realize that in the national recovery 
program the president has been op- 
erating along two lines of recovery 
procedure: (1) Emergency relief with 
recovery, and (2) reforms in the old 
order that look as far as is possible 
to safeguarding against destructive 
economic and social catastrophes in 
the future. Let us not confuse the 
two endeavors by failing to recognize 
that emergency requirements will be 


gradually retired as normal conditions 


are restored and business, states and 
localities assume their responsibili- 
ee 
Emergency Duration. 

“It should also be recognized that 
the national recovery administration 
is definitely limited to two years. 
This was so provided in the law on 
the belief, no doubt, that in that time 
the emergency would have passed and 
sufficient administrative experience 
gained for the chief executive and the 
congress to determine what features, 
if any, of the program should be con- 
tinued and authorized in permanent 
legislation. Thus the entire field of 
the law, court decisions, the practical 
experience of business and govern- 
mental executive experience are to be 
reviewed this winter by the president 
and the congress. ... 

“The immediate future,” he de- 
clared, “should record the return of 
the caring for the unemployed to the 
states and the localities. We must so 
manage the entire program which 
deals with human psychology as a hu- 
man necessity so that we go no fur- 
ther in helping people than to in- 
spire them with the hope and with 
the desire to help themselves. As 
soon as future relief requirements can 
be determined the major: portion of 
these expenditures should be assumed 
by the states and localities, with fed- 
eral assistance applied only in those 
instances where the situation cannot 
possibly be met without federal aid. 

Tending to Evasion. 

“We need to discourage the grow- 
ing tendency to ‘let the federal gov- 
ernment do it.’ If national credit, 
confidence, and the self-respect of the 
individual in the community are not 
to be impaired these practices and 
tendencies must be stopped.” 

Secretary Roper added with empha- 
sis that “uncertainties as to future 


demands and requirements” of emer- 
gency relief operations ‘“‘must be elimi- 
nated as rapidly as possible so that 
business can plan for the future, with 
an assurance of what is to be expect- 
ed of business.” The element of cer- 
tainty, he said, will “provide an ad- 
ditional impetus to the forces of re- 
covery so effectively mobilized under 
the president’s program.” 

Declaring that the Roosevelt pro- 
gram is simply to put business back 
on its feet “under an equitably ad- 
ministered system to safeguard every 
segment of our social and economic 
life,’ he “unhesitatingly” assured the 
country that “we are not going to 
have a dictatorship to the left nor an 
autocracy to the right.” 

Nor does he see any cause for busi-

sary to make for executing its recov- 
ery and relief programs.

“The increased indebtedness in this 
emergency period,” he asserted, “can 
be met gradually as business gets on

is plainly evident this would prevent 
the return of normal and prosperous 
conditions. 

“Sound taxation is just as much a 
key to recovery as any other single 
factor, and a planned program must 
seek to levy additional taxes, if found 
necessary, only to the extent that 
business can carry the increase with- 
out obstructing the processes of re- 
covery.”

Tomorrow the president will have 
luncheon with Senator La_ Follette, 
Wiseonsin , republican independent, 
who won yesterday on the progressive 
ticket. The luncheon was arranged 
several days before election. 

Very apparently, presidential atten- 
tion is centered on unemployment and 
budget problems. Senator La Follette 
has been closely involved in legisla- 
tion for relief. @

He picked 
up an editorial “published in the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle on the after- 
noon of election 
tabulated. 


Mr. Roosevelt described it as one 
of the best things said about demo- 
cratic government in a long while.

PECAN MARKET PACT

VITAMINS FOR SKIN TROUBLE. 

Deficiency of vitamin A, vitamin 
C and vitamin G may account for 
various skin troubles. Here we are 
skating on thin ice and we cannot be 
too specific, for there is not yet suf- 
ficient clinical evidence available to 
warrant arbitrary conclusions. 

In pellagra, which is due to absence 
of or too little vitamin G, a peculiar 


dermatitis is one of the diagnostic 


features. This consists of roundish 
patches the size of a coin, reddish to 
purplish in hue, appearing suddenly, 
on the wrists or backs of the hands. 
both hands, not one, and the patches 
tend to coalesce and form a diffuse 
roughened area somewhat resembling 
an old sunburn. Some swelling or ir- 
ritation and itching may be present. 
In the course of a few weeks the skin 
peels off much as after sunburn. In 
some cases instead of this dry ery- 
thema the eruption takes the wet form

Probably—remember, we are 
skating on thin ice—these individua!s 


owe their alleged eczema. psoriasis or 
dematitis of one kind or another to 


the partial lack of vitamin G. My 
reason for offering this suggestion is 


merely that I have seen reports of a | 


number of cases where the adminis- 
tration of a balanced combination of 
all the vitamins in the treatment of 
some nutritional disorder, has brought 
marked relief to an associated chronic, 
obstinate skin trouble such as psoria- 


'sis or eczema. 


At any rate. no harm will be done 
by taking an optional ration of vita- 
mins for a few weeks as a sort of 
therapeutic test. By optional I mean 
rather more of the vitamin than we 
assume is essential to prevent frank 
deficiency disease. 

Here are some good sources of rita-

ASSISTANT PRESIDENT WASHINGTON, ‘Nov. 7.—There is 

; ‘ a rather general idea on the out- 
side that Donald Richberg has become the new No. 1 man; in fact, 
that he is a sort of assistant president. 

It is beginning to get under Mr. Richberg’s skin, and probably 
also President Roosevelt's. Both know that the quickest way to kill 
a man off in Washington is to project his nose out too far, so that 
everyone whq comes along may take a punch at it. The nasal ward 
.of the New Deal hospital is full of bad examples. 

_ What happened in the Richberg case was that Mr. Roosevelt a 
few days ago issued an executive order giving Mr. Richberg broad . 
powers to act occasionally in his stead. No explanation was of- 
fered by the White House. The hasty interpretation was immedi- 
ately broadcast that Mr. Roosevelt was under the spell of a new 
major influence. Some implied he had virtually abdicated. 


TOES Mr. Richberg is one of the smartest men of the unof- 

ficial board of New Deal strategy, but he is a long way - 
— being No. 1 man, or even assistant president. The facts are 
these: : 

Some weeks ago, Mr. Richberg was slated to take the unof- 
ficial leadership in NRA reorganization. Subsequently, the presi- 
dent got worried about the co-ordinating job. He knew as well as 
anyone that co-ordination of various New Deal phases had not been 
successfully accomplished, but he had more hppes than most people 
that it could be done. Richberg was one of his best administra- 
—_ so the president declined to let him leave the co-ordinator’s 

esk. 

Conscientious Mr. Richberg took his job seriously. His job 
was to step on toes, and he did it with abandon. Certain cabinet 
officers ran to the White House displaying their injured feet. Mr. 
Roosevelt informed them that Mr. Richberg was his co-ordinator, 
and what Mr. Richberg said about co-ordinating must be done, toes 

- Or no toes. ; 

That did not work out very well. The department leaders began 
to avoid Mr. Richberg. No_one except the president was going to 
tell them how to run their departments or how to change their 
policies to fit in with other departments. 

Mr. Richberg soon discovered that, if he was going to get any- 
where, he would have to be given full authority to act. That, and 
that only, is the reason for the executive order. 


STATUS it would probably be accurate to say that there are 
. about four or five No, 1 men now functioning behind 
the New Deal. Among them are Treasury Secretary Morgenthau, 
Professor Raymond Moley, Interior Secretary Ickes and Richberg. 
You might also include Secretary Louis Howe, and possibly some 
others. Each has his own sphere of influence. 

Richberg’s will be largely administrative; that is, in working on 
conflicts in policy between the various government departments, 
So far as inaugurating policies on money, taxes, railroads, bonus, 
banks and what not, his influence will be nil. He will be consulted 
about NRA, labor and business policies, but hardly as an assistant 
president. . 


SHARPSHOOTING A very delicate job of inside sharpshooting 
at Rfchberg is already under way. Most 
of it is being done by the liberals inside the administration. They 
took to the trees, some weeks back, when their standing became 
uncertain. About that time, they noticed the president was not 
kicking around businessmen and bankers the way they prescribed. 
They have been saying to themselves that they will get back in the 
limelight now that election is over, but they are beginning to wonder. 
Their dissatisfaction has largely centered in Richberg. He was 
formerly a labor attorney. They think he should still be a labor 
attorney. Apparently Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Richberg think he 
should be a judicious adviser rather than an advocate for any par- 
ticular faction. : 
Nevertheless, the zealous liberals have been spreading stories 
around that Mr. Richberg has gone conservative. About all there 
seems to be in that is-that Mr. Richberg has ceased to be a labor

CO-ORDINATION Invisible hands are really stretching across 
the sea. The grip of the Americans and 

British realty is squeezing the Japanese.

Uncle Sam May Be Santa Claus, But He 


Doesn’t Make the Play Pretties 
By Robert Quillen 


It frequently happens that people judge an official’s acts without 
knowing the conditions by which they are prompted. 
In one of the poorer statés, earnest citizens condemn and ridicule 


their chief executive for pardoning and paroling so many inmates of the 


State prison. 

Hundreds of criminals have been liberated in the last few years, and 
and many not worthy of greater clemency have been given temporary 
vacations. 

To the just this seems madness, but there is method in it. 

Some time ago the board in charge of such matters issued a bul- 
letin describing the prison’s sad state of disrepair. The roof leaked so 
that every rain soaked the bedding of prisoners on the top floor. If 
the rains continued, it was necessary to move the prisoners to a lower 
floor and place them in cells alreadys shamefully crowded. 

Now the prison is so crowded that four men are locked in a cell, 
and the largest cells measure seven feet six inches by six feet ten inches. 
The cattle of the poor are stabled better. 

The state’s reformatory is equally crowded. Boys sleep in halls 
and passageways. And judges are making matters worse. if a young 
offender is so vicious that he must be locked up, one less vicious is 
paroled to make room for him. But minor offenders, though convicted 
again and again, are given a warning and turned loose. The judges, in 
short, do as the governors do. They liberate law-breakers because there 
is no decent place to confine them. 

Why is there no place? Because prisons cost money—tax money— 
and the people refuse to endure further taxation. The very citizens 
who condemn the liberationgof criminals refuse to provide the money 
for adquate prisons in which to confine them. 

That attitude isn’t unique. It is commonly conceded that relief 
measures, however wasteful, are necessary. Yet those who must pay 
the cost are bitterly resentful. They approve relief, but thy don’t ap- 
prove paying for it. 

And this winter, when congress changes the income tax to reach the 
“little fellow,” the howl of protest will be deafening.

IN COOPER TRIAL 


MiamiWitnesses Present- 
ed in Effort To Place 
Defendant There Nov. 4. 


Seeking to prove that Charles M. 
Cooper, charged with the slaying of 
J. T. Chappell on the evening of No- 
vember 4, 1932, was in Miami con- 


tinuously from October 25 until No- 
vember 5, the day after the Stoddard 
Dry Cleaning Company audito? was 
shot, defense attorneys on the second 
day of the trial produced three wit- 
nesses from Miami, and a number of 
documents not offered during the first 
trial of the case last April. 

Cooper’s presence in Miami on No- 
vember 4 was sought to be shown by 
testimony of E. A. Meaders, employed 
in the garage where Cooper claims to 
have rented a car on the night of 
November 2, and of S: C. Broom, 
Miami city detective, who said that 
he had seen Cooper on the day after 
a complaint had been made by the 
garage operators .in connection with 
the rental. 

Meaders testified that such a com- 
plaint was made to the detective bu- 
reau on November 4, the day after 
Cooper returned the car to the ga- 
rage. J. H. Knight, operator of the 
garage, testified, however, that the 
complaint was made on November 3. 

Broom, the detective, testified that 
the day after the complaint in ques- 
tion was made he went to see Cooper 
in his rooming house and talked with 
him, Broom testified that he first 
had dealings with Cooper on October 
25, seeing him later on several oc- 
casions. 

Reward Paid Cooper. 

Broom's testimony, however, did 
not coincide entirely with that of 
Meaders. Broom said that on Octo- 
ber 30 or 31 he paid Cooper a reward 
of $17 for assistance rendered in the 
recovery of a stolen automobile, and 
that it was the day after he paid him 
the money that he saw him about the 
complaint which had been made. 
Meaders testified that he was speak- 
ing from memory as to the dates in 
pig fees 
_ night, operator of the garage, tes- 
tified that Cooper selina the rent- 
ed car on the morning of the 3rd and 
that he complained to the detective 
bureau the same day. 

‘The entire afternoon was devoted to 
minute examination of witnesses and 
documents, with lengthy cross-exami- 
nation by Assistant Solicitor Ed A. 
Stephens. 

Documents Presented. 

In an effort to offset testimony of 
Carrie Tou Calhoun, eye-witness to 
the shooting, that Cooper had accost- 
ed her three times within a period 
which she estimated as about two or 
three weeks before Chappell was shot, 
the defense produced Railway Express 
Agency documents showing that 
“Charles M. Cooper” had signed a re- 
ceipt for goods delivered to him in 
Miami on October 13. The documents 
were identified by S. F. Pitcher, of 
Atlanta, general agent of the com- 
pany. « 

The state rested its case at noon 
after having produced over defense 
protests testimony by City Policeman 
FE. W. Ginn that he visited Chappell 
three weeks after he was shot, and 
showed him three rogues’ gallery 
photographs from which the wounded 
man selected that of Cooper and said 
“when you get this man you will get 
the man that shot me.” 

Part of Mrs. Chappell’s testimony 
as to the identity of Cooper as the 
man who shot her husband down was 
ruled out by the court Wednesday as 
hearsay. 

The defense will produce one more 
witness this morning, and then will 
conclude its side with the defendants 
statement. ‘ 

Cooper throughout the proceedings 
maintained the same even calm he 
maintained during his former trial. 
It is expected that the case will go 
to the jury this afternoon.

Every water pipe is brass or copper, 
without a threaded joint in the entire 
building. All connections are shrank 
together and welded into one piece.

Yesterday I said we would continue 
today with the red-winged blackbird. 
There is not a lot to be said about 


him in this fashion. To paraphrase 
automobile advertising, one sight is 
worth a thousand lines of copy. 

The red-wing, to mention a few 0 
his habits, forms small nesting colo- 
nies in marsh areas. I have seen 
such colonies with three pairs of 
birds; others have run as high as 15 
pairs. ‘There are doubtless larger 
colonies recorded, such as one I saw 
in Michigan, where there were some 
50 males in evidence. I. counted 40 
females, but to quote the farmer's 
boy, 10 of them were running around 
so fast they couldn’t be counted. 


After the breeding season is over 
and the little brown fellows have cir- 
cled the home pond a few times, and 
may even have made an exploratory 
trip a mile or so across country, there 
is something like a consolidation 
movement that takes place. The 
small flocks merge to form large 
flocks, which in turn converge on 
some pond where they meet other 
flocks. There may be over 1,000 
birds in some of these fall flocks. 
They gather as if in a congress, from 
which they deploy by day to feed. 
They always converge again at night, 
however, and suddenly, as if at some 


signal, they set their compasses south | 


and begin to fly. 

In a flock of this sort we may 
look in vain for the brilliant male 
birds. In their stead we find the 
bright shoulder straps adorning 4a 
bird that has very much the same ap- 
pearance as his mate. Never mind. 
He will be back next spring in all 
his black-velvety black coat with a 
distinguished service stripe on each 


shoulder, 
Grackles. 

“There seems to be some confusion 
as to just what we have here in 
Georgia in the way of grackles. Dr. 
Chapman has asked that we get some 
skins of the purple and bronze grackle 
for him so that their relationships 
can be worked out. Would it not be 
extremely funny if American ornithol- 
ogy, with its multiplicity of mono- 


typic genera, should be forced to drop 
a species and thereby render vacant 
a species number? I understand that 
the A. O. U. has recently dropped 
all numbers anyway, for they are 
probably paving the way for some ex- 
tensive taxonomic reviews. The A. 
O. U., let me say to those who don’t 
recognize it, is not a° New Deal bu- 
reau, but is the American Ornitholo- 
gists’ Union. Even at that they do 
not limit working hours. Ornithol- 
ogists are notoriously early risers,

Reserve City Association

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Banks of 
the nation are co-operating in rehabili- 
tation of business and the New Deal, 
according to a letter to Raymond Mo- 
ley, editor of Today, a current maga- 
zine commenting on public affairs, 
from Lyman E. 
of the Association of Reserve City 
Bankers. 

Wherever there is a demand, money 
can be acquired at possibly the lowest 
interest rates in history, and it is 
estimated that lines of credit are now 
available to borrowers and unused 
to the extent of probably $8,000,000,-

cluding loans on collateral security 
and renewals of old loans, new loans 
to the amount of $3,877,000,000 were 
made by members of the reserve city 
bankers.

You, young lady, should make 
your decision without regard to the 
threats of jealous, vindictive par- 
ents for whom you have already 
sacrificed several years of what 
might have been happy life with a 
husband whom you once loved. You 
should visualize the long future in 
which your parents will be gone. If 
you love your ex-husband and he 
loves you, it is not Only the sen- 
sible thing but the moral thing to re- 
marry him and set up your home 
as far away from your parents as 
is practical. You won’t have any 
better luck trying to live with the 
three of them again than you had 
the first time, even if they should 
relent and try to induce you to live

During the recent’ textile strike 
Governor Talmadge attracted nation- 
wide attention when he called out the 
Georgia National Guard to protect 
loyal workers in the mills from in- 
timidation or from “flying squadrons” 


of strikers seeking to forcibly close 


down mills where a large proportion 
of the workers desired to continue on 
their jobs.
